In claims 1 & 40, lines 7 (both), change "BCI " to -BC1-. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicants' 
amendment has added sufficient limitations to define their interactive monitoring process over that 
described or suggested by the cited prior art. 

Other art of interest to pulsed plasma processing includes Walther et al (2004/0016402 A!), 
which is not prior art; Hunger et al (2001/0041230 Al), who uses B halide precursors, but has no 
significant monitoring/control disclosure; and Tomioka et al (5,897,713), who may employ BC1 3 
reactants, preform CVD processes and control dissociation in pulsed plasmas, does not discuss 
monitoring/control as claimed.
